Is the Money Wasted? 


SINCE 1945, SAYS MR. DIEFEN- 
baker, Canada has spent $15.7 
billions on defence—enough money 
to’build a modern highway six times 


‘ around the world at a hundred 


thousand dollars a mile. Among 
the Western natidiis only the United 
States, Britain, Krance and West 
Germany have exceeded the Cana- 
dian expenditure. What have we re- 
ceived for this money? ., 

In one sense we have received 
very little, almost nothing. The
